NOTICE OF A LATELY DISCOVERED SHOAL. 
(From the Lug Book of the Frederick. ) 

On May 20th, when steering for Korres 
Straits from Port Jackson, sle passed to the 
Kastward of a large aud dangerous shaal, hie 
therto undiscovered or unnoticed. Its Kastera 
side extends about 8 miles N.N.E. and 
S.S. W. about 3 of which are under water, 
and thus give the extremities the appearance 
of being uncouneceted, but the breakers which 
are discernible in this vaeancy betray the cone 
tinvation. The Southern part is censiderably 
the largest, appearing to be the main body of 
the shoat, 'Phe exreut of the back part, to 
the N. W. could not be ascertuined while 
passing, as it exceeded the limits of the horie 
zou. On each of the North and South exe 
tremities is asand bank ; that on the North 
point the highest, and to appearance, steep to. 
The water was not in the least discolored ia 
its neigbbvurhood. The latitude of thìs Point 
was deduced from observation 21 deg. 1 main.

deg. 28 min. L.

great rage, and seemed to be issuing several ore 
ders to the other canoes. At this time, have 
ing one canoe vn the quarter, another ahead, 
aud the rest abreast, it was deemed ade 
viscable, to prevent the attack which they 
scemed to wieditate, by frightening them, andì 
two guus sttotted were accordingty fired over 
their heads, On this many ot them jumped, 
overbuard, pue canue was entirely deserted, 
aud the others made immediately for the share, 
Ín this deserted canoe several bows and ar. 
rows were found, and a case containing a Kind 
of paste, which is supposed to be a poisonous 
composition, The leagth of this canoe was 
about 40 or 45 feet and the breadth 2,—if 
was cut vut of a solid log,—ehad outriggers on 
both sides, about 6 fect each way, on which 
was a platform made of split bamboo—had the 
head and stern curiously ornamented with 
shells and Eiew’s feathers, and had a piece of 
Europe bed ticken on one of the bows. From 
tlie whole conduct of these Islanders, no 
doubt remained, but that their intentious were 
to entice the crew vu shore, or throw them eff 
their guard by professions ef amity, aud iu 
either case, overpower and massacrs them.

A short time after he was posted, Reilly 
asked Mr. Cooper’s bearcr for a glass of 
water; but the man, it is stated, would 
not get upto giveitto him, Whether 


provoked by this circamstance, or from 
what other cause does not certainly 
appear, we are told, that the centinel 
procceded forthwith deliberately to load 
his firelock, and anfixing the bayonet so 
as to get nearerto his object, he rested 
the piece on tue couch with tlie muzzle 
close to the head of Mr. Cooper, (who 
was all this time fast asleep,) and blew 
his brains out. 

The report of the musquet brought 
the Serjeant of the Guard to the spot, 
who found Lieutenant Cooper bleeding 
aud dead, in the same posture in which 
he had laid down. Reiley, in the mean 
while, bad reloaded his piece, which he 
presented at the Serjeant; but the latter 
instantly rushing on him, wrested the 
musquet from his hands, and secured 
bim.

Captain Flinders has, by order of the 
Lords of the Admiralty, drawn up a staten 
ment of his remarks on the magnetic pow- 
ers of the needle, which he first made dur- 
ing his voyage for completing the discove= 
ery of New Holland, and New South 
Wales, in the Zroestigator. The observa- 
tions are stated with great perspicuity, and 
contain the difference observed at the bin= 
nacle, on changing the head of the ship 
from East to West; as also the result of 
observations that have recently been made 
at Sheerness, Plymouth, and Portsmouth, 
in different Ships of War, all of which 
very materially differ from those made by 
the Investigator. Inthe voyages perform= 
ed by Captain Cook, and afterwards by 
Captain Vancouver, the differences appear 
to have been nearly the same as in the ship 
Captain Flinders commanded; and also of 
a contrary nature in the two hemispheres. 
The statement is to be circulated through. 
eut the Navy, with directions for collect» 
ing observations on the magnetism of the 
needle on board of every ship in all situae 
tions. The Board of Longitude, it is said, 
are to consider the result of these remarks, 
the discovery that led to them being deem- 
ed of great importance to the science of 
navigation.

ty with Masonic equality. 

« Of the exertions of your Lordship to repair the 
injury that Masonry had sustained by injudiciaus re- 
solutions and unfounded distinettons, and to feconcile 
the differences which obtained among our English 
Brethren we are also informed ; and, while we rejoice 
that vour Lordship so happily succeeded in: fe-unit- 
ig the Grand Lodge of Scotland with the legitimate 
Masonie authority in England, we earnestly hope that 
the abregation of Resolutious which under your Lord- 
sbip’s advice have heen rescinded will effectually re- 
move all invidious dìstinctions, and give free operation 
to the genuine principles of Masonry. 

« We trust that as we have drawn your tordship’s 
attention to this subject, your Lordship will be gratis 
fled by an assurance that the Provincial Grand Lodge 
of Madras, from the period of its establishment, has 
faithfully preserved its allegtance tothe Grand Lodge 
of England, in which your Lordship so long and so 
zealousty presided as Acting Grand Masters and that 
the Provincial Grand Lodge can enwnerate thirteen 
Lodges which at present work under its authority.

The discovery of the body of King Charles 
k. seems to couficu, in a remarkable manner, 
the account of his interment, as given by Mr. 
Herbert (one of the unfortmnate M onarch’s 
Gentlemen of the Bed-chamber, and who was 
his only attendant from the time of his cou. 


finement in Hurst Castle, till his execution}; 
as preserved by Anthony Wood, in his Athene 
Owoniensis, vol. ii. p. 704. It was the ears 
nest desire of Mr. Herbert to Wood, that if 
ever he had an opportunity of introducing the 
name of Charles into his roluminous work, 
he would not omit to insert his account of the 
last days of that King, because it contained 
such curious information, known oniy to 
himself ; and our honest antiquary, faithful to 
his trust, embodied the account with the life 
of Herbert himself, who being an Oxoniars 
of course found a place in the „Athene. 
Herbert is known likewise as the author of a 
work, entitled, * Threnodia Carolina,” cone 
taining an account of the last two years of 
King Charles’s life, which was written in con… 
sequence of the intention of Parliament, after 
the restoration, of appointing 70,0001. for 
the funeral of Charles, ard 4 monument to kis 
memory. Sir William Dugdale, then Garter 
King at Arms, sent to Herbert; .who was live 
ing at York, to know if the King had ever, 
in his hearing, spoken as to where his body 
should be interred. Herbert’s reply contain. 
ed so many curious particulars regarding that 
Monarch, that at Dugdale’s request they were 
thrown into a conneeted form, and published 
under the title already mentioned. Bat his 
posthumous information, recorded by Woad, 
is perhaps the most interesting; and the fola 
lowing extract from it may be peculiarly ace 
ceptable at the present moment, as tending ta 
locate the exact spot of Charles's interment: 

tt Mr. Herbert was in waiting to reccire 
the body after the execution, and he and 
Bishop Juxon, charged themselves with its ine 
terment, as the last sad office they couid pay 
to their departed King. They applied to the 
Parliament for leave to bury it in King Henry 
the Seventh’s Chapel, in Westminster Abbey, 
but that was refused, because it would attract 
many spectators, which “fas the times then 
were, was Judged unsafe and incorrvenient.® 
They then resolved tu inter it in St. George’s 
Chapel, Windsor Castle, having ebtained 
from the Committee of Parliament permission 
so todo. Several kings had been interred 
there, as Henry VL. Edward IV. Henry 
VIIL &e. The corpse was accordingly 
carried there on the 7th February in a hearse, 
attended by abouta dozen gentlemen, who 
had been about the person of the King at 
Caresbrook Castle, and other places. After 
some deliberation, Herbert pitched upon the 
vault where Edward LV. had been interred: 
but while the workmen were employed in ree 
moving the stones, some. noblemen came 
tbither, namely, the Duke of Richmond, the 
Marquis of Hertford, the’ Earl of kändsey 
and with them Dr. Juxon, Bishop of London, 
who had license from the Parliament to attend 
the King’s body to the grave. One of those 
lords, beating gently on the pavcment with 
his staff, perceived a hollow sount, and therea 
upon ordering the stones and earth to be rea 
muved, they discovered a descent into a vault, 
where tro colfins were laid near one another, 
the one very large, of an antigne form, the 
other very little. ‘These they supposed to be 
the bodies of King Henry VII. and Queen 
Jane Seymour, his third wife, as indeed they 
were. Fhe velvet palls that covered their 
Coffins, seemed fresh, though they had lain 
there above a hundred years. 

“< The lords agreeing that the King’s body 
should be in the said vault interred, being 
about the middle of the choir, over against 
the eleventh stall upon the Sodcreigu’ s side®, 
they gave order to have the King’s name and 
year he died cut in leads and this girdle, or 
Circumseription of capital letters of lead put 
about the King’s coffin kad only these words, 
King Charlies, 1648. (Does the colin bear 
any traces of this memorial?) 

‘The King's body was then brought from 
his bed.chamber down into St. George’s Hall, 
whence, after a little stay, it was with a slow 
and solemn pace (much sorrow in most faccs 
being then discernible) carried by gentlemen 
of quality in mourning. The body being by 
the bearers set down near the place of burial, 
the Bishop of London stood ready with the 
service book in his hards to have performed 
his last duty to the King his master, but it 
would nut be suffered by Colonel Whitchot, 
the governor of the Castle, by reason of the 
Directory, to which, said he, he and others 
were to be conformable. ‘Fhus weut Charles 
to his grave, in the 48th year of his age, and 
221 year and 10th month of his reign.”

'Fhe discovery of the body and coffin of 
King Charles the First, at Windsor, upon the 
interment of the late Duchess of Bruuswick, 
seems tò have been the subject of much’ con.

It will, however, be found by 
a reference to Echard’s History of- England, 
that the fact of his being buried at Windsor, 


aud of the existence of his coffin there, was’ 


ascertained during the reign of King Williäm 
the Third. Perhaps the insertion of the pas- 
sage will not bo unàceeptabte to your readers, 
and k have subjoined an additional observa. 
tion made by the Editor of the life of Sir 
Christopher Wren*, who’ it seems was’ ónce 
employed on a desiga for a monument of 
King Charles the first. — "re ae

stated in the account which you published 


from Wood.

. It has been made a question, and a won. 
der by many, why a particular monument 
was not erected at Windsor for. him (King 
Charles the Ist) after the restoration of his 
son, especially when the Parliament was well 
incliaed to have given a goed sum. for that 
grateful purpose. This has cansed several 
conjectures and refiections, and intimations 
have been given, asif the Royal Body had. 
never been deposited there, or else had been 
afterwards removed by the Regicides ; and the 
lord Clarendon himself (vol. 3, p. 200) 

speaks softly and suspiciously of this matter, 
as if he believed the body could not be found. 
But to remove all imaginations, we shall here 
insert a memorandum, or certificate, sent by 
Mr. John Sewell, Register at Windsor, Anno 
1696, September 2t. The same vault in 
which King Charles the First was buried, was 
opened to lay in a stillborn child of the then 
Princess of Denmark, now our gracious 
Queen. On the King’s coffin the velvet pal 
was strong and sound, and there was about 
the coffin a leaden band, with this incription 
cut through it—Kine CHARLES, 1648. 
‘éQueen Jane's coffin was whole. and en. 
tire ; but that of King Henry the. Eighth was 
sunk in upon the breast part, and the lead and 
wood consumed by the heat of the gums he 
was embalmed with; and when 1 laid my 
hand on it, it was run together and hard, 
and had no noisome smel}.”’-—As a further 
memorandum relating to King Charles’s in, 
terment, he says, ““'Fhat when the body of 
King Charles the Kirst lay in state, in the 
Dean’s Hall, the Duke of Richmond had the 
coffin opened, and was satisfied that it was 
the King’s body. This several people have 
declared they knew to be true, who were a. 
tive, and theu present, as Mr. Randolph, of 
New Windsor, and others”: So that he thinks 
the Lord Clarendon was misled in that matter, 
and King Charles the Second never sent to 
inquire after the body, “since it was well 
known, both to the inhabitants of the castle 
and tawn, that it was iu that vault.” ; 
To this may be added, that Mr. Fishborne, 
gent. of Windsor, a relation of Sir Chris. 
topher Wreu’s, was among those who were 
present at the interment of the King, went 
inta the vault, and brought away-a fragment 
of King Henry's pal!. He observed the vault 
was so narrow that it was some difficulty to 
get in the King’s coffin by the side of athers,

Hamburgh, March 22,—General Blucher 
Commands the Prussian army in Silesia; his 
van-guard entered Sazony on the 16th March. 

The great Russian army, which stretches 
from Custrin to Glogau, fs on the point of 
crossing the Oder. Fifty-fivre thausand: ins 
‘fantry, and 22,000 cavalry, recruits for the 
grand Russian army, arrived on the Vistula 
on the 6th March, and after a few days rest 
‘will put themselves in march to join the Rus. 
sian corps to which they belong. The corps 
of Gen. D’York enteréd Berlin on the 17th 
March. 
General D'York is declared by his Majesty 
not only to be perfectly free from all blauie, 
with regard to the Canventien cofcluded ‘by 
him at Tauraggen with the Imperial. Russiah 
General Diebitsch, butasa particular mark 
ef his Majesty’s satisfaction with his conduct, 
has had the command in chief: of the corps 
“Ander General Bulow bestowed on him. ° 

General DD’ York, therefóre, has now 40,000 
“ien joined under his comtmand. 5 

At Berlin only, upwards of 10,000 young 


men have volunteered, and chiefly equipped 


themselves. 

The army of Gen. Wittgenstein, which has. 
âlready several considerable corps on the 
Elbe, will very shortly put itself in motion 


“towards that river. 


The Swedes have landed in Swedish - Pome. 
rania, and taken possession of Stralsund. A 
considerable corps, which is already shipped 
at Carlscrona, is expected in a few days. 

Hamburgh, March 23. According to in- 
telligence received, sev@ral advance detachments 
of Cossacks have already crossed the Elbe, at. 
several places in the vicinity af Wittenberg 
and Magdebarg. The effect of the appcal to. 
the people in Pomerania is stated in the 
Konigsberg paper as being equal to that in 
East Prussia—cvery one flies to the standards 
of the Generals Von Bulow and Von Bros. 
tell. The enthusiasm is general—for exam. 
ple, Rugenwald alone (a small town) gives 
eleven yagers on horseback, consequently al. 
most haff as many as a very considerable good 
city ia France. {he town of Kolpe has in à 
few hours subscribed, in the first instance, 
1000 daltars towards the equipment of such 
volunteers af cannot afford it themselves, and 
granted a contribution of 100 doltars per 
menth. The General and Director in Silesia 
has in particular sotemnly câlled on the nó- 
bility and proprietors of estates in that country 
to offer their blood and property at this pre. 
sent crisis, when the independence of the 
State is threatened, for their King and Coun- 
try, and to exert their utmost powers ta se. 
cond the real paternal views of his Majesty 
the King. 

Berlin, March 13-—T'he 11th of March was 
the day appointed for the public entry of his 
Excelleucy Count Wittgenstein. The pro. 
cession began about ten in thc morning. His 
Royal Highness Prince Henry of Prussia 
rode by the side of his Excellenoy the Gen. 
of Cavalry, Count Wittgenstein, attended by 
& great number of Wussian and Prússian 
guards, a regiment of dragoans, two reginents 
of infantry, and several batteries of artillery, of 
twelve pieoes each 3 in the whole 48 pieces of 
artillery, with 96 powder waggous, martial 
music playing the whole time, gnd the spec» 
tators waving their hats and handkerchiefs, 
with a continual huzza! in honour of the

In the afternoon Prince Henry of Prussia 

gave a dinner ta Prince Wittgenstein, Prince 
Repnin, General and Military Goveruur of 
this capital, and a great number af. ather 
Russian geards aad officers. His Excellency 
afterwards went ta the Opera, and at night 
the whole city was voluntarily illuminated. 
_ The nextday his Excellency caused the fol. 
lawing acknowledgement to be inserted in 
the public Gazettes of this city :— 
_ < By the enthusiasm with which the inha, 
bitauts of Berlin have received the Imperial 
Russian troops; by the affection and high 
respect which they have on this occasion ex.

they have treated the troops, whom they con- 
sider as their deliverers from an insupportable 
yoke, Î feel myself required to express the 
warmeêt thaakfulness in: the name of my 
Sovereign, ta. the inhabitants af the capital of 
the Prussian Monarchy, for these sentimeuts ;

… Dresden March 11.—A few days ago the 
corps of Regnier t,500 strong, and as many 
Saxons, entered our city besides ‘1000 cavalry, 
and they made preparations to keep of the 
Russians as long as possible. It wasrumour. 
ed that the French had undermined the fine 
bridge.  'Fhis occâsioned a great fermentation 
and on the 9th, seeing these preparations go- 
ing on, the people threw the implements into 
the Élbe. This occasioned a general insur- 
rection, and in the night the populace besieg 
ed the min> that had been made. ‘The whole 
night passed in inveclives against the French. 
Yesterday the numbers increased, and the 
discontent grew louder against the French. 
A French officer who was giving some direc- 
tions; was seized;' and would have been 
thrown into the Elbe, had not some persons 
interceded for him, He was dismissed with 
a good drubbing, Others, Freuch, éxpe. 
rieuced the same fate. All this happened in 
the presence of sqveral hundreds of Saxon re- 
eruits, exercising before the place. Neither 
the military nor the police dared to interfere. 
In the afternoon sundry excesses happened, 
Ad all the preparations made to mine the 
bridge wete destrayed. The mine was then 
filled up: with stories, amidst the cries: of
